Ran by Block' Signals. 


Reports of the accident made this 


morning to the office of Superintend- 
ent J. B. McKIm, of the Pennsylvania 
lines. Indicated that the accident was 
due to the fact that the eastbound 
train ran past block signals which 
Indicated the proximity of the west- 
bound train. 


Within half an hour after news of 


the %vreck was flashed to this city a 
special train left Fort Wayne for the 
scene of the accident, carrying Dr. O.

Every possible care was 
given both the de&d and the injured. 
Engineer Slagle and Fireman Con'.ay 
were hurried to St. Joseph's hospital 
in this city and after surgeons had 
attended the injured passengers all of 
them 
continued westward 
on 
the 


homeward-bound Christmas journey 
in which the accident overtook them. 


Carried No Passengers. 


The eastbound train. No. 48, was a 


solid express train, carrying no pas- 
sengers. 
It left Fort Wayne about 


midnight, drawn by engine 7170, wlf.h 
Engineer Craig and Fireman Conley. 
With Engineer Craig also was Engi- 
neer C. C. Miller in the capacity of 
student engineer. 
Miller, 
who had 


been 
operating an 
engine in 
the 


freight service, had but recently bean 
advanced 
to the 
passenger service, 


and was 
making 
preliminary trips 


over the line in order to better fa- 
miliarize himself with the passenger 
train service. 


The westbound train was No. 15, a, 


regular passenger train of solid ves- 
tibule coaches. 
It was drawn by en- 


gine 
7-184, with Slagle as engineer 


and H. R. Spore as fireman. The ac- 
cident, occurred at a point two mltos 
east o£ the little town of Nevada, O., 
the trains meeting in a square head- 
on collision. 
Two Cars Telescoped, 


Despite the fact! 
that 
both trains 


were behind time and were running at 
«. high speed,'and the impulse of the 
crash' was Intensified 
by 
the 
mo- 


mentum 
contributed by the 
heavy 


string of earn which'composed each of 
them few of the cars were derailed. 
The engine of the eastbound train was 


hurled from the track. The combina- 
tion car of the westbound train tele 
scoped the first sleeper Immediately 
behind it for a distance of one-third 
Its length. 


It was here the two passengers met 


death. They were occupying berths In 
the west end of the first sleeper. 


Wreck trains were hurried to the 


spot both from Fort Wayne and from 
Bucyrus. and arrangements were at 
once made to transport the Injured 
who might need such attention to hos- 
pitals at Bucyrus, which is nearer the 
wreck {ban Is Fort Wayne. 


Were Buried in Wreckage. 


An Instant after the crash of the 


locomotives, trainmen were burled be- 
neath a twisted and splintered mass of 
wreckage of the engines, to which the 
hiss of escaping steam and threatening 
fire lent an added horror. 


In the forward end 
of the 
flr« 


sleeper of the westbound train was 
another scene of wreckage where the 
combination baggage and club car had 
telescoped. Passengers were In sonr 
instances Imprisoned in their berths, 
unable to extricate themselves from the 
splintered furnishings of the Pullman 
car without assistance. Farther back 
In the train, where the damage wai 
not BO great, they were merely hurlet 
from their berths by the force of the 
Impact 
,, 


The wreckage cMigfit fire, but pae 


sengeri and trainmen who were/ no 
disabled succeeded In extinguishing the 
flames before they had spread to reach 
the bodies of the Imprisoned victims. 


Digging Out the Victims. 


Fireman Spore, of the 
w««tboun< 


train, appears to have been the only 
trainman who w«s able to gave him 
self by jumping an Instant before the 
crash came. Scrambling from thel' 
berths, uninjured yaifscngerts 
climbed 


forward and Joined trainmen who were 
able to take up the work of digging 
out the victims from 
the 
mass o 


wreckage. In tho chill night, working 
by the light of torches and trainmen' 
lanterns, the work of rescue went for 
ward, hut-it was several hour* before 
the body of tho last of the dead train 
men had been dug from beneath th< 
wreckage of the engines and from th< 
express cars where a mountain ot top 
pllng freight had crushed the life ou 
of the messenger, Horton. 


DcWItt C. Beebe, one ot the bag 


gagcmen on the eastbound train, wa 
still IH'Ing when he was extricate 
from his wrecked car, but he died hal 
a.n hour later at Nevada, and his re 
mains were taken In charge by rela 
lives at Lima. O. In the cases of th 
other fatalities, death was mercifu 
and came instantly. 


Wa* Returning Hom«. 


Baggageman Horton had taken hi 


regular run eastward on an ear-lie 
train, and was returning to his horn 
in this city to spend Christmas whe; 
he met his death. This Is tecnlcall; 
known as "deadheading" back—that is 
he was returning In the baggage car 
but was not working, and death cam 
to him as he slept.

Mediator O'Neill Almost at 


End of String When 


Peace Arrived. 


Chicago, Dec. 24.—"No strike on tha 


railroads west, north and south of 
Chicago by the engineers." 


This was the brief announcement 


given out today at the close of the 
mid-day conference between the rail- 
way managers and the engineers, re- 
ported by Orand Chief Warren 
S. 


Stone, of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers and Mediator Charles 
P. Nelll. 


No Details Given Out. 


None of the details In the plan ot 


Mediator Charles P. Neili. on which 
both parties met In the conference was 
announced. It was explained that the 
exact features of the agreement would 
have to be drawn up in their specific 
forms and the whole signed, before the 
basis of settlement 
xvould be made 


public. It was admitted, however, that 
Mr. Neill's plea thai each side make 
concessions In the common cause ct 
peace had been successful. Up to the 
time of Commissioner Neill's arrival, 
the engineers were seeking practically 
seventeen per cent increase in the old 
pay. 
The railroads had agreed to a 


raise approximating fl'/j per cent. As 
early as Thursday it was conceded 
by both sides that only a sma,ll mar- 
gin of difference separated them, but 
that 
each side feared, that greater 


questions than, that of wages are be- 
ing brought In. 


Neill at End of His String. 


When today's conference was begun, 


Mr. Neill announced that his efforts 
were about concluded and that unless 
the conferees reached a settlement to- 
day there was little use for him to re- 
main in Chicago. Visions of arbitra- 
tion under the Erdman act on the one 
hand and of a. long destructive strike 
on the other brought the opponents to- 
gether within an hour after the con- 
ference begap. 


Attorneys and stenographers at once 


began to draw up the agreement be- 
tween the railroads and engineers, 
based on the pledge at the conference. 
Actual signature to this' agreement 
was not expected before late in the 
afternoon or tonight.

feet. Standing on elevated ground at 
a considerable distance from the road, 
it presents an Imposing appearance, 
attracts attention from passers-by nnd 
Is generally admired. No lovelier spot 
for the location of such nn institution 
could have 'been selected. 


Equipped with water facilities, gas 


steam heating, fire protection, It has 
Its dormitories, school rooms, dining 
rooms, chapel, reception room, sewing 
rooms, kittchen, bakery. 
Infirmaries, 


linen rooms, both rooms, play rooms, 
nnd, 
in fact, every convenience that 


one would expect to find in n, mode! 
place of that character. 


Broad halls run through every story, 


nnd leading to them are broad stairs. 
The school rooms, three of them, ore 
commodious. 
The dormitories, three 


of them, one on each of the three upper 
floors, where'the girls sleep, are large 
well ventilated and cheerful. Each girl 
has her own bed. The chapel, where 
the worship services are held, is a gem 
of beauty. Everything about the great 
building Is neat and comfortable look- 
Ing. 
The home of a. model housekeeper 


could not be more so. It is arranged 
admirably In every respect. 


The Girls at the Home. 


"How 
do the girls spend their time?' 


asked the reporter. 


"I will show you," said Sister Eliza- 


beth, and we passed on through the 
building in the school rooms, the kin- 
dergarten and the work rooms, finding 
the girls busy at their 
studies nnd 


their work. 
"They have their study hours, their 


work hours and their play hours." said 
the sister superior. "Our purpose is to 
give them a good education and to fit 
them for the duties of domestic life. 
When they leave the home we want to 
send them out into the world good 
women, and we have been very f°r- 
tunate and successful in this respect.' 


In the way of recreation from their 


j studies, play grounds and play houses 


are provided. The play house near the 
main building is a large one. fitted for 
this purpose or for 
entertainments, 


having a large hall. 
Near to it are 


swings nnd other provisions for amuse- 
ment, and off a short distance is a 
beautiful grove of an acre or two. 


There are 160 girls In the home at 


the present time. They range in ages 
from two to sixteen years. 
All are 


kept busy a.t something, from those in 
Ihe kindergarten to the higher-graded 
schools, their studies, their 
employ- 


ment and their pleasures being adapted 
to their ages, rnd nil are contented nnd 
happy. They love their home. 


Probably one of the most interest- 


ing school rooms to visit Is the kin- 
dergarten. There are the little tots— 
the girls from two to five and six years 
of age—all busy at something under 
their kind and efficient sister teacher 
at work and study and play. 


Here in this kindergarten the re- 


porter was mnde nrqualnted with "the 
baby of St. 
Vincent." Baby 
Ruth 


Myron, a sweet little girl just past two 
years of age. nnd her young compan- 
ions. Bernedotte and Margarette.. They 
are happy and contented, and seeming- 
ly do not miss their mother. The sis- 
ter In charge is mother to them. 


This happy, contented state of mind 


characterizes all the girls at the home. 
It is their only home. And every one 
is advancing in all that goes for good 
Their studies and employment are for 
the purpose of fitting them to be home- 
makers, which, after nil. say what 
some may, is the crowning vocation of 
women. Wife and mother! There are 
no dearere. sweeter, nobler vocations. 


The Sisters in Charge. 


The sisters in charge of the St. Vin- 


cent's home are of the order known as 
the Poor Handmaids of Jesus Christ. 
There are twelve of them. The sister 
superior Is Sister Elizabeth, who has 
been serving In that capacity for near- 
ly twenty years. She was formerly of 
"Wisconsin and was stationed as sister 
superior of St. Vincent In 1S91. 
The 


other sisters are: Sisters Steven. Can- 
dida, Johannilla. Valeria, Isadora. Casl- 
mlra, Rosalia. Carola, Maurella. Eliza 
and Rufina. The teachers are Sistejs 
Steven. Candida. Johannllln, and Va- 
leria, the latter having charge of the 
kindergarten. 


Sister Superior Elizabeth has been 


uncommonly successful in the manage- 
ment of the Institution. She Is cul- 
tured, kind, sympathetic and 
gifted 


with all .those qualities which make her 
efficient In the management of nn In- 
stitution of that character. The chil- 
dren love her and as she passes among 
them with a cheerful and kind word 
for each, the visitor can see from the 
looks and actions of the children what 
they think of her. This same love of 
the children is shown to the other sis- 
ters. They are doing a great work, and 
they are doing It well. 


The chaplain at the home Is the Rev. 


Simon M. A'enn. who has been chan- 
cellor of the dloce»e since July 1, 1005. 
The first chaplain was Rev. B. T. Borg, 
His d«ath occurred In 1904, tho latter 
part of that year. The home of Father 
Venn Is at the St. Vincent and 
he 


conducts the devotional services there 
and looks after the spiritual Interests 
of tho children. He is greatly loved 
and Is efficient. 
Few Institutions anywhere arc con- 


ducted on n. better standard thnn the 
St. Vincent's. And one fact In con- 
nection with It that Is Interesting to 
mention is that during the whole of the 
present year there has been but one 
case of sickness among the 160 girls. 
That one was a mild cose of typhoid 
fever. 
There has not been a single 


death at the Intsltiitlon during that 
time, and but a surprisingly small 
number since the location of the home 
In 'this city. 


Is a Model Farm. 


But one who 
has 
simply 
gone 


through the many departments of the 
main building hns not seen -the St. Vin- 
cent's home In Its entirety. 
It is a 


farm—a model fnrm. Its acres of fields 
are cultivated. Corn, wheat, oats, veg- 
etables nnd fruits are raised. 
There 


are cattle nnd hogs and poultry and 
several head of horses. 


Probably the. most Interesting fea- 


ture of the farm to many would be the 
displny of poultry. The fnrm has 500 
chickens. Great henneries have been 
built for them nnd they have a large 
wired enclosure In which 
they cnn, 


roam. 
There nre chickens, turkeys, 


ducks and geese. 


From the first, of January "f this 


year to December IK, Sister Superior 
Elizabeth snys, she hns gathered 13.- 
3fi5 eggs. 
With over 175 mouths to feed, of 


course the fnrm is not self-supporting. 
Children must be provided with some- 
thing more than food to eat. There 
are many expenses thnt. the institu- 
tion must meet- 
And for this money 


for the conduct of the home it must re- 
ly upon the charity of the diocese. And 
this Is why the collections taken on 
Christmns 
day each- year 
in 
the 


churches are given to the two orphan 
homes,

BODIES ARE BURNED 


Klrkby-Stephen. Eng.. Dec. 24.— 


Eight passengers were killed, some of 
them Instantly, and others burned to 
death and twenty-five more injured In 
the wreck of the Scotcli express near 
Ilawes Junction rtoday. 
The express 


carried 500 persons bound for their 
homes in Scotland to spend Christmas. 
It was running at its ordinary speed 
when near the Junction 
it 
collided 


with a pilot engine and was derailed. 


Fire broke out in the wreckage and 


the whole train with the exception O4 
the locomotive and a rear baggage car 
was reduced to ashes. 


It was thought a>_ first that but two 


persons had been killed and that the 
others had time to escape before the 
flames swept through the coaches. A 
search ot the debris, however, resulted 
In the discovery of charred bodies and: 
by the time that the whole wreckage 
had been gone through eight bodies 
had been recovered. 


Most of the bodies were burned be- 


yond recognition. 
Among the dead 


was a little girl, who perished in the 
names before the eyes of her parents, 
who were helpless to save her. The 
scene of the accident was high up in 
the Pennine hills, the loftiest sections 
traversed by railways In England. The 
Isolation of the wreck caused some de- 
lay before physicians could reach the 
place.

meanors and of general jurisdiction. 


Section 14. Immediately after 
or- 


ganizing, such hoard shall, by ordi- 
nnnce, appoint three civil service com- 
missioners, who shall hold office as fol- 
lows: 
One for the period of sixteen 


(10) months after his appointment: one 
for the 
period 
of 
thirty-two (321 


months after his appointment, and one 
for the period of four (4) years after 
his appointment. 
Such board, on the 


expiration of such terms of office, shsil 
appoint one commissioner for four (4) 
years, who shall take the place'of the 
commissioner whose term of office ex- 
pires. 
The chairman of tho commis- 


sion shall he the member whose term 
first expires. No person while on the 
said commission shall hold or be a can- 
date for any office of public trust. Two 
of said 
members slfiall constitute 
a 


quorum to transact business. 
The 


commissioners must be electors ot such 
city for more thnn three years next 
preceding their appointment. 


The board of directors may remove 


any of said commissioners during their 
term of office for cause, four council- 
men voting in favor of such removal 
and shall fill nny vacancy thnt may 
occur In said commission for the un- 
expired term. The board of directors 
shall provide suitable rooms in which 
the said civil service commission 
hold its meetings. 
They shall have a 


clerk, who shall keep a record ot al 
its meetings, such city to supply the 
said commission with 
nil 
necessary 


equipment to properly attend to such 
business. 


Before entering upon the duties o 


their office, each of said commissioners 
shall take and subscribe an oath, which 
shall he filed nnd kept In the office o 
the city clerk, to support the constl 
tutlon of the United States, and the 


from said commission at any time; and 
said board may prescribe such rules 
and regulations for the proper conduct 


f the business of the said commission 
as shall be found expedient and nd- 


isable, 'including restrictions or ap- 


pointment, promotions, removals 
for 


cause, roster of employes, certification 
of records to the auditor, and restrlc- 
:ions on payment to persons improper- 
ly employed. 


The hoard ot directors of such city 


shall have power to pass ordinances 
imposing suitable penalties 
for 
the 


punishment ot persons violating any 
of the provisions of this act relating to 
the civil service commission. 


The provisions of this section shnll 


apply to all appointive officers nnd em- 
ployes ot such city, except those Im- 
mediately in 
authority 
under

hoard or some member thereof; also 
laborers whoso occupation requires no 
special skill or fitness, tho election of- 
ficials, the mayor's secretary, the city 
attorney and his assistants, where such 
officers are appointed; provided, how- 
ever, that existing employes hereto- 
fore appointed or employed after com- 
petitive examination,, shall retain thoir 
positions 
\vithout further 
examina- 


tions, unless removed for cause. 


All officers and employes in any such 


city shall be elected or appointed with 
reference to their qualifications and fit- 
ness, and for the good. of tho public 
service, and without reference to their 
political faith or parly affiliations. 


It. shall be unlawful for any candi- 


date for office, or any officer, in any 
such city, directly or Indirectly, to give 
or promise any person or persons any 
officft, position, employment, benefit or 
anything of value, for the purpose of 
Influencing or obtaining the political 
support, aid or vote of any person or 
persons, except ns herein provided. 


Every elective officer in nny 
such 


city shall, within thirty days 
after 


qualifying, file with the city clerk, nnd 
publish at lonst onc.o in a. dolly news- 
paper of general circulation, his sworn 


obey the laws, statement of all his election and cam- 


.-eek Before such election, a petition 
similar to thnt to be presented by a 
person seeking a nomination for such 
office at the time of a general election 
signed by electors qualified so to do, 
equaling in numbor'tcn per cent, of the 
number of votes cast at the last gen- 
eral 
municipal 
election; 
providing, 


however, thnt no person may sign more 
than o'ne of such petitions, the suf- 
ficiency of such petitions to be de- 
termined by such city clerk, and re- 
ported by him to such 
hoard, 
and 


proper tickets or methods ot voting' 
shnll be prepared to enable the voters 
to decide nt such election their choice 
for such member of the hoard of direc-. 
tors. 


Any person sought to he removed, 


shall be a candidate to succeed him- 
self, unless he requests otherwise in 
writing, the clerk shall place his name 
on the 
official 
ballot 
for 
election, 


without nomination. In any such re- 
moval election, the candidate receiv- 
ing the highest number of votes shall 
be declared elected. At such election, 
if some other person than the incum- 
bent receives the highest number of 
votes, the incumbent shall thereupon be 
deemed removed from the office upon, 
qualification of his successor. 
The 


successor of any officer so removed, 
shall hold office during the unexpired 
term of his predecessor. 
In case the 


party who receives the highest num- 
ber of votes should fall 
to 
qualify 


within ten days after receiving notifi- 
cation of election, the. office shall be 
deemed vacant. 
If the incumbent re- 


ceives the highest number of votes,'he 
shall co/itinue in office. 
The same 


method of removal shall be cumulative 
and additional to tho methods other- 
wise provided by law. 


Section 18. Any proposed ordinance 


may be submitted to the board of di- 
rectors by petition signed by electors 
of the city equal in number to the per- 
centage hereinafter required. 
In the 


preparation of such ordinance, the title 
thereof shnll state fully the subject 
matter thereof, and what the provis- 
ions of each section arc, so that' by 
rending of the title, one may know the 
full Import thereof, and the clerk shall 
number and file the same on presenta- 
tion. 
The signature, verification, au- 


thentication, inspection, certification, 
amendment nnd submission of such pe- 
tition shall be the same as provided for 
petitions to rocnll elective officials, un- 
der section 17 hereof. 


If the petition 
accompanying 
.the 


proposed ordinance he signed by elec- 
tors equnl in number to .twenty-five per 
centum of the votes cast at the last 
preceding general election, nn-1 con- 
tains a request that tho snld ordinance 
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be submitted to a vote of the people, 
if not passed by the board, such hoard 
shall either pass said ordinance with- 
out alteration, within 
twenty 
days 


after the city clerk shall report that 
the petition is sufficient in form and 
has-sufficient signatures, or call a spe- 
cial election, unless a general municipal 
election is fixed within ninety days 
thereafter, and at such special or gen- 
eral municipal election, if one Is so 
fixed, such ordinance shall be submit- 
ted without alteration to the vote of 
the electors of said city. 


If the petition as found from said re- 


port, is signed by not less than ten 
nor more than twenty-five per centum 
of the electors., as iibove defined, then 
the board of electors sliall. 
within 


twenty days, pass suid, ordinance with- 
out change, or submit the same at the 
next general city efection, unless a 
special election as to the passage of 
some other city ordinance is held in 
the meantime: then in such case such' 
last described petition shall be voted 
upon. 


The ballots or voting machine used 


when voting upon said ordinance shall 
state the title, number and date of fil- 
ing qf the proposed ordinance, and then 
give space for writing the words "yes" 
or "no," showing that the voter in- 
tends to vote for or against the same. 
If a majority of the qualified electors 
voting on the proposed ordinance shall 
vote in favor thereof, such ordinance 
shall thereupon become a valid and 
binding ordinance of the city: and any 
ordinance proposed by 
petition, 
or 


which shall be adopted by a vote of 
the people, cannot be ^repealed 
or 


amended except by a vote of the peo- 
ple. 


Any number of proposed ordinances 


maV be voted upon at the same elec- 
tion, in accordance with the provisions 
of this section; but there shall not be 
more than one special election in any 
period of six months for such purpose. 


The board of directors of its own mo- 


tion or on a petition of twenty-five per 
centum of the voters ascertained as re- 
quired in section 1". may submit a 
proposition or ordinance for the repeal 
of any such ordinance or for amend- 
ments thereto, to be voted upon at any 
succeeding general city election; and 
should such proposition or ordinance

amount Is Involved: also excepting an 
ordinance for the Immediate prcserva- 


tion of tbe puolio peace, 
health 
or 


safety, which l.asi named 
ordinance 


shall contain a statement as to its 
urgency, and Is passed by four votes 
of the board, and also excepting such, 
ordinances when so required by the 
general laws of'the state or by the 
provisions of this act. shall go into 
effect before ten days'from the time 
of its final passage; and if during said 
ten days, a petition signed by electors 
of the city equal In number to at least 
twenty-live per centum of the entire 
vote cast at the last preceding gen- 
eral 
municipal 
election," protesting 


against the passage of such ordinance 
be presented to the board, the same 
shall thereupon be suspended from go- 
ing into operation, and it shall be the 
duty of the board to reconsider such 
ordinance: and it the same is not en- 
tirely repealed, the board sliall submit 
the ordinance, as is provided in sec- 
tions 17 and 18 of this act. to the vote 
of the electors of the city, either at 
the next general election or at a spe- 
cial municipal election to be called for I 
that purpose: and such ordinance shall | 
not go into effect or become operative, 
unless a majority of the qualified elec- 
tors voting on the same shall vote In 
favor thereof. Said petition and pro- 
test shall be In all respects, as to Its 
form, in accordance with the provis- 
ions of said section 17. except as to the 
percentage of signers, and be exam- 
ined and certified to by the clerk in all 
respects as therein provided. 


Said board shall also have the power, 


of its own motion, to refer any or- 
dinance, proposition or resolution, pro- 
posed by them, to the electors of such 
city, for their decision as to the pro- 
priety of passing or adopting the same. 
The same shall be voted "upon at the 
next general or special election that 
occurs more than thirty days there- 
after, but a special election shall not 
be called to pass upon such ordinance, 
proposition or resolution alone. To au- 
thorize a vote upon such matters, the 
board shall declare its intention to sub- 
mit the same to the electors at such 
election in the same manner that or- 
dinances are submitted by an initiative

qualification of such officers, such city 
shall become a city under such general 
law of the state: but such change shall 
not in any mnaner or degree affect the 
property, right or liabilities of any na- 
ture of such city, but shall merely ex- 
tend to such change to its form of 
government. 


The sufficiency of such petition shall 


be determined, the election ordered and 
conducted, and tho results declared, 
generally as provided by' section 17 of 
this act. insofar as 
the 
provisions 


therefor are applicable. 


Section 21. Pettiions provided for in 


this act shall be signed by none but 
legal voters of the city. Each peti- 
tion shall contain, in addition to the 
names of the petitioners, the street 
and house number In which the pe- 
titioner resides, his age and length of 
residence in the city. It shall also be 
accompanied by the affidavit of one or 
more legal voters of the city, stating 
that the signers thereof were, at the 
time ot signing-, legal voters of said 
city, and the number of signers at the 
time the affidavit was made. 


Section 22. 
Immediately upon the 


election and qualification of the first 
board of directors provided for In this 
act. whether elected at a general or 
special election, the term of office >"f 
all officials of such city elected at the 
last municipal election or appointed 
since that time, shall terminate. And 
they shall turn over all records and 
property in or belonging to such city 
to said board of directors, or whomso- 
ever may bo appointed by them to re- 
ceive the same, and an Inventory of 
all of said property shall be made, re- 
corded and filed In the office of the city 
clerk. This provision, however, shall 
not affect those appointed officials who 
have been given their positions upon 
oxamlnatlon and length of services nt 
set forth In section 14 of this act. 


Upon the abandonment of tho form 


and manner ot controlling and govern- 
ing cities as authorized under this act, 
as provided In section 20 of this act, 
antl the election and qualification of 


officials under the then general law in 
relation to the control and management 
of cities, the term of all officials pro- 
vided for in this act shall at once ter- 
minate and the term of offices of al 
appointees made under this act shall 
terminate, except those that have beer 
appointed under civil service examina- 
tion. And all records and property be- 
longing to said city shall be at once 
transferred and delivered to such new 
officials.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—"Thirty 


years' experience In connection with 
meteorites, and ihe falling of such phe- 
nomena, has gona a long way toward 
making me a heretic, and has quite un- 
fitted me for duties in which the cred- 
ibility of humna testimony is Involved, 
says Dr. George P. Merrill, head cur- 
ntor of the department of geology at 
the Smithsonian institution at Wash- 
ington. 


"This department is constantly re- 


ceiving letters from persons all over 
the United States who have 'actually 
seen' a meteorite fall and want Infor- 
mation In regard to it. 
Samples of 


these which have been sent on for ex- 
amination usually prove to be nothing 
more than masses of furnace 
slag,, 


metallic iron, granite, etc. 
I 


"The number of 
persons 
actually; 


finding authentic meteorites is hardly 
; 


greater than 1 per cent, of the entire ! 
number. This may perhaps be caused 
by the low angle of Incidence charac- 
teristic of the fall of many meteorites, 
but it is a fact that even the most ex- 
perienced of observers have been mis- 
taken, and stones "actually seen' to 
strike the earth in nearby fields have 
been ultimately found even miles away. 


"Then, too, the newspapers have In 


many Instances printed startling ac- 
counts of the fall of meteorites, 
in- 


stances where persons were hit and 
seriously Injured and houses struck 
and damaged. 
As a matter of fact, 


there is no authentic record of a me- 
teorite ever having done any damage, 
its impact with the earth being scarce- 
ly more than that due to gravity. 


"People should realize that meteor- 


ites are not to lie found In every field, 
nor do they fall with any amount of 
frequency. 
In all the known collec- 


tions of the world today 
there 
arc 


specimens of only about 800 meteor- 
ites. The number of specimens them- 
selves may be much In excess of that 
number, but these are simply dupli- 
cate specimens of the same meteorite. 


"Since I have been connected with 


the Smithsonian institution many cases 
of the supposed finding of meteorites 
have come under my notice. 
One of 


the most startling instances of the fall 
nf a. meteorite was chronicled In a re- 
liable newspaper not long ago. 


"The meteorite, which was reported 


to bo 'immense.' it was said, exploded 
with a loud report when wthln 100 feet 
of the ground. The windows of the 
place rattled and there was a shower 
of splintered Iron on the roofs. 
The 


country was lighted up for miles and 
people were terrorized. Seeing the re- 
port of this, an Investigation was at 
onco begun by writing to persons liv- 
ing In tho vicinity of where tho phe- 
nomenon had occurred. 


"In reply a tetter was received from 


a man to whom the matter had been 
referred and who h.irt been 
recom- 


mended to me na 'a man of good repu- 
tation.' In his letter he verified all the 
points brought out In the newspaper 
account and gave some additional data 
In regard to its color, shape, etc. 


"Further investigations of the matter 


were iindorakcn with a view of obtain- 
ing. If possible, a specimen of the me- 
teorite. 
None was found whatever. 


but it v/as discovered that the 'phe- 
nomenon' chronicled had been caused 
by the explosion of some 
dynamite 


which the boys of the neighborhood 
had stolen. 


"Another newspaper clipping which 


came under my notice reported that a 
man had brnn hit by a, meteorite. It 
stated that It. struck him 'so terrible a 
blow that he was found senseless near 
Ills hnme with a crushed and fractured 
skull.' In describing the stone the ar- 
ticle went on to state that It was 'the 
size of an oranee. strangely corrugated 
and marked with widmaiistatten. or 
peculiar 
arystalllnn 
figures. 
Miner- 


alogists who saw it declare It Is un- 
questionably of meteoric origin.' 


"The artK'-lf nlao went on tn state 


that the man's condition was critical, 
and that he had been removed tn a hos- 
pital. 
('orrospondonco with the post- 


master of th<> city in which the acci- 
dent took plnrn was entered into. 
He 


in turn communicated with the phy- 
sician attending the injured man. who 
madn Hip statement that Ihe obstacle 
whk-h had struck the man was an or- 
dinary stnnp thrown by a. neighbor. 


"A somewhat similar case was that

T. Hornaday might 
easily be expected not only to answer thnt question, 
satisfactorily, but many others besides, for he is one 
of that class of men to which Mr. Maxim, Inventor, 
poet and critic, also belongs—a mnn whose Interests 
range from literature to science and who possesses 
many way stations in between. In fact, if the ques- 
tion did not happen to be one of shooting the minor 
animals of creation, but had touched upon the duttps 
of a collecting naturalist, n taxidermist, a founder of 
zoological parks and gardens, an author, .1 traveller, a 
writer Of scientific works, a novelist or a business 


man, he could be looked upon equally as an authority. 


For, as n traveller, he has penetrated the jungles 


of Venezuela nnrl British Gni.ina; ho has hobnobbed 
in Cuba with Spaniards and revolutionists ns far 
back as-1875: lie hns pursued both science and art to 
their respective Inirs in every museum nnd gallery o£ 
Europe worth mentioning; lie has consorted with wild 
beasts in the jungles of India, Ceylon nnd the Malay 
Peninsula; lie has hold familiar acquaintance with 
those mile! mannered persons the head hunters oC 
Borneo, which with tho ordinary rann might have, 
produced decapitation, but with Dr. Hornaday merely 
produced—a novel. 


"However, tliosc things are by the way. The real 


question is, of course, What is "good form" in the 
shooting of the beasts that perish; good form in pot- 
ting tlic unobtrusive wild animal that Colonel Roose- 
velt loves so ranch to write about? 


Good Form in Shooting. 


"Oh,

All Fear Forgotten. 


"Now here," he said—be waved hisliand In the dl 


rection of the pleasant 'outside park which is his 
pride—"all that Is changed for the animal. Here It 'a 
different. There is no danger. They do not have tfl 
watch, always to watch. They have forgotten fear. 


Take the bears, for instance," he said in illustration 


"Naturally a bear is the most playful animal Imagin- 
able. In his wild state he does not often play. Hera 
be has only selected, congenial companions. He has 
plenty of food. He has plenty of water to bathe in 
and he's playing all the time."

"No," he said again, "wild animals are never 


happy, with the sale exception perhaps of those in 
British East Africa, and that Is only because na- 
ture is so bountiful In that particular section and 
there arc so many animals—so many zebras, for in- 
stance—that the comparative few that the flesh eater* 
make off with are not noticed. The danger seems far 
aw:iy. Each zebra probably says to himself, 'Well, 
there are going to be a lot before me.' just as a young 
man speaks In regard to death. There, perhaps, thl 
zebras really have a good time."

A Sportsman Must Wait Till the Ducks Fly 


"I suppose the most atrocious instance nf bad 


form," said IIP, "is the use of the pump gun—the au- 
tomatic gun, you understand—in wild game hunting. 
With it you can simply keep on pulling the trigger 
and pouring out a stream of lead till your magazine's 
empty. Now, that's not fair. 
The animal has no 


chance. 
A man who would do that is a natural 


butcher and not a sportsman nt all. He only wants 
to kill. He doesn't want to exercise his skill, his 
finesse nnd courage against the skill and finesse and 
courage of the wild, thing in the jungle. 
I would 


sooner have n. man with a knife swallowing sort of 
bad form than that variety of it," said Dr. Horna- 
day very emphatically, thus palpably vindicating the 
judgments of the gentlemen who had looked in the 
gun store. 


"Then there Is a difference between butchery and 


big game hunting?" 


"Decidedly," answered Dr. Hornaday, quite per- 


plexed that there should be the least doubt of the 
matter. 


"Perhaps the greatest instinct that the wild animals 


have is the instinct for danger. Given anything like 
.1 chance they can render a good account of them 
solves. 
In fact, the most elemental spirit of real 


sportsmanship is that the animal shall have a chance." 


Having thus briefly dispersed the mists of doubt, 


Dr. Hornaday continued to ejmm'jrate those un- 
worthy spots upon thc'Tiright sun of etiquette in the 
well considered art of killing things. 


"There is good form in connection with shooting 


the elephant," he continued. "There is exactly one way 
nowadays that you should shoot an elephant prop- 
erly." 


"Politely?" the writer interrupted. 
"In good usage," Dr. Hornaday replied, employing 


for the moment a literary term in the right ot his 
literary prerogative, "there is just one way to shoot 
an elephant—thnt is through the eye or brain. No 
good sportsman shoots an elephant through the heart 
any more. That's quite against the ethics of sports- 
manship. It's too easy. 
That's about as bad as 


catching a bear in a trap. Now no good sportsman 
would think of doing that. A man who would do 
I hat—for sport, I mean—should very rightfully lie 
shunned. 
Oh yes, there's a very distinct code of 


ethics in sport," he went on. 


When Not to Shoot. 


"The good sportsman does not shoot ducks in the 


water. 
A man who would do that should properly 


be sent to Coventry. A sportsman must wait till the 
ducks fly; then only must he shoot. You sec, they 
have a chance." 


Dr. Ilornaday's tones suggested that this WHS an 


exceptionally rigorous rule. 


"No, you mustn't shoot ducks on the water," con- 


tinued ho, "or quail on the ground. Quail must be 
in flight too before you can 'let go.' " Ho said it very 
earnestly Indeed. 


"Whatever the circumstances?" 
"Whatever the circumstances.

cable as the c-rnck of doom. Now, there was my 
friend John Phillies," said Dr. Hornaday.

Right here, let me say. i? the root of the low wage 


problem- Girls make what they earn. 
Many, if they 


would, could earn much more than they do, but it is 
hardly fair to blame the employer? for not paying for 
unperformed work. 
In this factory good workers 


• nerald Co. All riirtjts r<>*erv<?d.> 
made in their behalf, resent rules made for their pro- 
tection and in the matter of property are vandals. 
They waste their employer's materials, are un- 
tidy in Their habits and positively blind to disorder and 
confusion. All the factories in which I spent my time 
were light, airy, clean and provided with modern con- 
veniences, all of which the girls accepted with conde- 
scension unfempered -with appreciation. 


One day I ventured to reprove a girl for an espe- 


cially uncalled for waste of material. "What do I 
cnre?" she reported, "the boss can afford it; if I'd 
got haJf the money he has I'd never work. Mind your 
business. Ain't you got troubles of your own?" But 
this is the exception. The girls are nearly all inclined 
to be friendly and accept kindly admonition in the 
spirit. it "is given. 


Sitting next to me in the embroidery factory W.-JK a 


girl whose profanity and coarseness wore»nppalling. 
"Why do you use such language?" I asked her. "Don't 
you realize it injures you In the eyes of your asso- 
ciates? Such expressions do not emphasize your con- 
versation: they merely degrade you. Don't you think 
so yourself?" 


Coloring deeply, she answered:—"I just don't think. 


I'm used to bearing it and say it as it comes to me. 
but I'll try t° lle more careful." And she kept her 
word, for I heard n<> more vulgarity from her lips. 


In some of the workrooms talking is permitted pro- 


vided the privilege is not abused, but moderation being 
an unknown quantity to these young persons, they 
keep up a babble that' must be sorely trying to the 
forewoman, if her repeated cry for "less noise" has 
any meaning. As four or five languages are some- 
times spoken at once, one has a very clear perception 
of conditions at the time of the arrested building of 
the Tower of Babel. 


Whfln OTIP considers thr1' restricted atmosphere of 


their home environment it is not surprising that the 
conversation indulged In is vapid In the extreme, con- 
sisting mainly of reference to callow youths, the lat- 
est styles in hats and dresses or the newest effects in 
hairdressing. The wonderful and elaborate structures 
of tow and hair the girls rear upon their heads are 
convincing proof of physical endurance, for the 
heat, and wciglit of these coiffures must be most 
distressing. 


Education Neglected. 


Somfe of the girls are fairly well educated, that is, 


they have a grammar school training. One tnld me 
she went to high school for a term, but this is the ex- 
ception. Most of thorn go to work far too soon, and 
n very small percentage attend evening school. They 
all have working papers, for no employer will hire a 
girl who cannot furnish them, but I am inclined to 
think the parents of many had been sadly tangled 
concerning the dates of their children's births, some 
appearing to me not over ten, but on this point tho 
parents, not the employers, arc at fault. None the 
less, even these jnvenile workers wore healthy and 
contented, several I questioned confiding to me they 
much preferred work to school. 


Some firms strictly prohibit eating during working 


hours, others permit it at all times. 
In the latter 


cases the .girls begin to cat as soon as they urrivo 
and continue until they leave. And the mixtures they 
swallow! The awful gastronomic combinations they 
(ii'vi.nrl How they digest the amount, to say nothing

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Then they both laughed hilariously, and I was fain 


to confess that being hungry was, after all, the best 
possible reason for oating. 


Where rating during working hour? is forbidden a 


large luncheotfroom is provided: hero tea and coffee 
can be bought for two cents a cup or ten cents a week 
(milk and sugar Included). 
1 partook of both, and 


though I have tasted better I have tasted worse, and 
it bad the merit of being always served hot 
A pict- 


ure of this room, filled with its hungry army, exchang- 
ing amenities, chattering nonsense or indulging in 
wholesome if rather boisterous fun. should dispel the 
erroneous impression that prevails anent the depress- 
ing atmosphere that surrounds the factory worker. 


For the convenience of the girls many firms employ 


nn errand girl, whose main duty appeared to me to 
be at the beck and call of those exacting and often un- 
reasonnblo damsels, ^lie Is expected to buy their 
luncheon if they have brought none, or If perchance 
enough of them will club together to buy some ap- 
petizing delicacy, such as Ice. en-am, candy, cream 
puffs or fruil, her services are theirs to command, and 
woe betide her If her purchases fall below the mark In 
quality or quantity. I have known a girl make half a 
dozen trips In one morning to perform errands tluit 
could all have been done at the same time, these In- 
considerate creatures developing sudden and unrea- 
sonable whims against which their hand maiden dare 
nut, rebel, 


One day a small riot ensued upon the refusal of 


this girl lo walk seven block? for certain kinds nl 
small cakes called "kisses,"*seven of which were 
purchasable for live cents at the long distance store, 
while nearer stores gave only six. The matter was 
finally adjusted by tlie forewoman, who upheld tli'i 
errand girl. The latter became.the recipient of black 
looks and haughty staves from the disgruntled kiss 
eaters for the rest of the day. 


From tho conversations I overheard I gathered that 


great numbers of the girls frequented the theatres. 
They visit, too, the less desirable moving picture

earned from 510 to 512 a week, in exceptional cases 
reaching $15 to $18. 
I nest worked in a handkerchief factory. He-e tho 


work was harder, inasmuch as most of it had to b* 
performed while standing, but. seats were provided. 
and any girl could perform her task seated for ai 
least a portion of the time. 


The handkerchief factory Is a world of its own. To 


the uninitiated the many pairs of hands through which 
i handkerchief goes before it reaches the shipping de- 
partment is-almost incredible, and where there are so 
many grades it is to be expected the wages will vary 
according to the quality of the work turned out, but 1 
could learn.of nobody earning below $5 a week. 


In a feather factory reliable and steady willow 


makers earn as much as §14 a week. $7 being the low- 
est amount I heard of, excepting learners, who re- 
ceive S3 a week while lea-ruing. In the dull season, 
about three months during the year, the -wages are 
lower, pompons and a cheaper grade of feathers being 
made from the tops and stumps of the used flues. 


In an embroidery factory wages ranged from $6 to 


810.a week. The lower sum is an insignificant wage, 
but I venture to assert that, unless factory work wore 
pajd by the piece the employers would promptly fac« 
bankruptcy proceedings. 


They Earn No More. 


Being so paid, it. is true that, in some instances girls 


So not earn more than from ?5 to $fi n week, but tbfts? 
I foupd were girls who were indifferent, workers, girls 
who spent much time before the mirror and wasted as 
ranch more with their rouge and powder rag; those 
who dawdled their time away, who talked incessantly 
and who came late and left early, for piece work is the. 
(east confining of any work I know, a.nd piece oper- 
ators come and go at their own sweet, will, almost any 
?xcu?e sufficing for the forewoman, providing the 
tvork she requires Is ready when she calls for it. 
, For the girls •without parents living on such re- 
stricted amounts is naturally a difficult problem, but 
I found that those who am dependent on their own ex- 


. ertions and entirely self-supporting develop a sense of 


responsibility and early reach the higher grade of 
wages. Of poverty in its abject form, as I have so 
often heard It. described, .1 saw absolutely no signs. 


My experiences in the different, factories that em- 


ployed me were almost identical, my associates of one 
calibre—crude, care-free. Irresponsible. 


That the freedom from care, the unrestricted, happy- 


go-lucky life they load, may and in many instances 
undoubtedly does work to their disadvantage is un- 
deniably true.

whether the names of those that are household words 
are even known to them. Worldly wise, yet unso- 
phisticated, the.y lack poise, and adaptability, and 
though brimming over with tawdry son)Irnent and 
chenp emotion, they are incapable of real sensibility. 
Notwithstanding these disadvantages, they arc hedged 
with mi overwhelming sonso of self-respect, and thft 
girl whose personality suggests immorality is a rare 
exception. T questioned many, and one and all were 
unequivocally resentful concerning the hysterical out- 
bursts so often made in their behalf. 


The much vaunted beauty of the factory girl is M 


mythical as her oppression. Many are not even passa- 
bly good looking; others have a cheap, insignificant 
pre'ttiness, and perhaps five per cent, If well groomed 
and turned out by a capable modiste, would be attrac- 
tive, but of the hundreds I xsaw not one could lay 
claim to positive beauty. They arc, waii ic>v excep- 
tions, below medium height, and so overdeveloped that 
the curves of youth and grace nrc lost In adipose. To 
their detriment tlifcy are addicted to the use o£ cos- 
metics, which they apply most inartistically, defeat- 
ing the ends they seek to acquire. Cheap and flashy 
jewelry they also affect in profusion. 


Home love'rs they are not, despisinjurrerything per- 


taining to housekeeping. They Icok upon marriage ai 
a means to the attainment of what they believe will 
be a life of irresponsibility and indolence. As wives 
arid nwMiers I am inclined to think they will prove 
miserable failures. 


Caring for Th%m. 


1 When they are ill or ailing the forewoman insists' 
on the patient resting in a retiring room set apart for 
that purpose, and if the indisposition is sufficiently 
serious the girl is sent home iu charge, of another, 
whose car fare is paid and whose loss of time is as- 
sumed b«»tbe firm. By such tokens may we not rest 
assured that the well being of his hands is a matter 
of some solicitude to the employer? 


In the matter of dress the girls are entirely imita- 


tive. Fashion is their divinity. Few of them have 
,iny aptituda for sewing, and those that make their 
own clothes are of a very small minority. The ready 
to wear suits, hats and waists are purchased by them, 
inferiority of material, make and workmanship not 
being factors that appeal to them; hence they pay the 
highest prices, not realizing how much they could 
save in money and gain in effect and quality if they 
would cultivate the use of the np.wlle..

in writing nn article of this description It must be 


borne in mind that in describing fhe factory girl as I 
found her I am .compelled to generalize. There were 
individual cases where the girls were the opposite of 
my generalization—girls who eschewed the exaggera- 
tions of fashion, gtrls in whom innate refinement, 
gentle speech and a keen sense of responsibility 
toward their employers stood out. with Alpine clear- 
ness, but they were rare exceptions. 


A word concerning the forewomen may not be out 


of place. They are often represented as hard Haste 
masters and indifferent, to the well being of those 
under their care. There may be some such, but if 
so I was singularly fortunate in those T met. They 
were uniformly kind, considerate and in some cases 
overindulgent. 


Taken all in all I found life in ft factory a not un- 


pleasant, one, considering ithe social and mental limi- 
tations of its followers. With hoard and lodging thfl 
domestic servant earns more money, but she sacrifices 
tho liberty, the social equality, the recreation, the 
change! and. above all, the gregariousness that her 
factory sister enjoys. 
The. attainment of happiness 


as we view it, from our Individual standpoint Is, after 
all, the inalienable right of all of us, and of happiness 
as she understands It I do not hesitate to say tl>« 
factory girl has full measure.

- One day last summer I was sitting on the Giants* 
bench. Mathewson/had Just successfully completed 
a trying Inning In a game against .the Cubs. The 
crowd was on Its feet hailing him as Its Idol. Matty 
walked over to the water cooler for a drink. . . 


"I'd rather play In a good, stiff game of checkers 


than have all this," he said to me, waving his hand 
toward the cheering thousands. 


Tha^s the man. He doesn't think that he Is doing 


anything out of the'way when he continues toJead the 
National League as a pitcher season after season. How 
many of the fans who have watched him pitch many 
times and have hailed him as the king of all pitchers 
almost as often, realize that the big blond twlrler 
received $1 for the first professional game in which 
he worked? He gets about $300 now for every time 
he pitches in the regular season. How many fans 
know how this star broke Into baseball, where he was 
born, how be grew up to th«^ pinnacle of his profession 
and became one of the greatest pitchers that the game 
has ever known?

" "No,' I said, 'I had too much fun,' but they made 


m« take the money, and It looked bigger to me then 
than what I get for pitching does now. I flrsMearned 
to smoke that summer, too. You see, I thought that 
when I was in Mill City I should do as the Mill Cityere 
did, and all my confreres of the diamond smoked. I 
began and felt even bigger. 


"That is my one bad habit, and I don't know as it's 


so bad at that I do like to emoke. It doesn't seem 
to have hurt me any. I don't drink at nil because I 
want to last In my profession. But to pick up the 
thread of my autobiography, I next played ball with 
the Scranton Y.M.C.A. team until I went to Bu'cknell 
to college In 1S98, There I played football and pitched 
for the varsity team.

1- flat. The seed is dropped in every 
third or' fourth furrow, and covered 
by the next slice of sod. Sometimes a 
roller Is 'run over the 
ground to

of sowing the seed uuless the soil is 
In the right state as regards warmth i 
and moisture to, start the process of 
germination, as the germ in the seed 
will decay if the ground is too wet 
and cold, or will dry up and die under 
tho effects of a parching sun. 


After growth has begun, the de- 


evlopment of the plant is largely a 
matter of adequate water supply and 
heat, granted that the soil is fertile 
and properly cultivated.

periments have shown that a water 
supply of about 300 pounds is re- 
quired for the production 
of 
one 


pound of corn. This amount of water 
must be carried up through khe roots 
of the corn plant, distributed through 
Its cell 
structure, and 
evaporated 


through its surface of stalk and leaves. 
In order that one pound of/corn may 
grow and ripen.

With but naif the required water 


supply needed for complete develop- 
ment, the plant vriH reach only half 
its' normal size and weight. 
If the 


weather is cold and cloudy, a plant 
cannot grow normally. It is true thst 
some forms of vegetation survive the 
temperature of the frigid zone, but it 
Is equally well known that the growth 
fiere is stunted and sic!.;y. compared 
with that found in temperate and 
tropical regions.

'modified" more or less before It can 
be used even for Infant feeding with 
good results. 


It Is likewise a commonplace saying 


that milk Is a cheap as well as a nu- 
tritious food. 
Just at present, with 


prices of all kinds' of foods rapidly 
c" inglns. It Is not so easy as It once 
was to make tho comparisons that 
ar • necessary to show which particu- 
lar foods are really cheap, but while 
the prices of food materials vary, the 
composition of most of them remains 
unchanged, and it is always possible 
to compare their nutritive values. A 
quart of 'milk suplies practically as 
much of both protein and energy as 
three-quarters of a pound of beef of 
average composition or eight average 
eggs, and can generally be bought for 
less money. In case milk is 8 cents 
a quart, beef 20 cents a pound, and 
eggs 24 cents a dozen, 10 cents spent 
for milk will buy a little more protein 
and* much more energy than 10 cents 
spent for beef or 10 cents spent for 
eggs. Thus, while other animal foods 
than milk (meat, eggs and cheese) are 
desirable to give variety to the diet it 
may be assumed that milk may be 
used as an economical substitute for 
any one of them. 


Of the vegetable foods, many (flour, 


for example) are found to be much 
cheaper than milk, when both price 
an nutritive value are taken into con- 
sideration, and. as a matter of fact, 
they always form the greater part of 
the bulk of human food; but of the 
a; imal foods which are usually com- 
bined with the vegetable foods, milk is 
ona of the. cheapest 


In spite of the fact that milk is rec- 


ognized as a nutritious and a cheap 
fotd. there seems to be a general 
tendency to think o: it not as a pos- 
sible substitute for other more expen- 
sive foods, but rather as an addition 
to the bill of fare-

Eggs may also be preserved fairly

Tho best way to test the heat of an 


oven is to try It for ten minutes with
